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This year was different from years be- 
fore in mathematics the state got stricter with 
the schools aligning their curriculum to the 
state standards, which 
made the schools ac- 
countable for teaching 
those standards. “It’s a 
difficult task because as 
a teacher you’re not sure 
how fast students can 
catch on,” stated Mr. 

Quigg. Some students 
did have trouble catch- 


ing on but since there was Student Resource Time 
(SRT), students could get a pass from their teacher 
and get the extra help they needed on the assign- 
ment that was giving them 
trouble. This year it was a 
little different in English, as 
Mrs. Keller and Ms. Blaney 
taught the seniors and Mrs. 
Mihalik is taught all of the 
freshmen. Even though it 
was a big switch they got 
used to it quickly. 


“It's a difficult task 
because as a teacher 
your not sure how fast 
students can catch on,” 
stated Mr.Quigg. 
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Students learned practical skills 
in both Industrial Technology with 
Mr. Murray and Computer Technol- 
ogy with Mr. Weitzel. In Power Me- 
chanics, Mr. Murray had a hand full 
with classes, because fourth hour class 
was divided up into three different 
classes. The classes were tehchnology 
one and two and construction tech- 
nology, also know as architecure. Also, 
in metals the students had to make 
sure they got the horse shoe book ends 
done before the end of the trimester 
because it was required. 


This year in Cicso students 
programed a router, they’ve been 
working on doing different pack- 
ets over the chapters, taking tests, 
and viewing the wiring closet, 
where they put the server and the 
wires. While in computer classes 
they learned how to type and get 
projects done under a certain 
amount of time. Mr. Wieztel said, 
“Cisco is an important class, if the 
students take it seriously then it will 
be beneficial, but if they don't they 
get into it what they put out.”
